solwertheir Charge ? 

Bur the Gentleman that at prefent writes in the 
Craftfman, having more Sincerity, tho’ fomething 
cfs Prudence than his worthv Predeceffors, has very 
fiirly departed from this found and whole‘ome 
Maxim, which had upon many Occafions been of 
fich exce}ient Service to them, arid has ingenuoufly 
ywn'd, that all the Hopes of himfeif and his Patrons, 
ewholly founded upon Factions in the Government, 
hich he is pleafed to ftile Court Faétiens, or a mix'’d 
dminifiration ; but whatever Terms he may think 
oper to make ufe of, they evidently mean the fame

ih fets out with faying, That he has been often de- 
red to give his Readers a Specimen of Osborn's Writings 
jn a Subj, which has been much canvaffed by his 
torthy Succeffor (meaning the prefent Mr. Osborn) and 
bimjel{; I mean, fays he, the Advantages of Court 
Factions ; or evbat may be rather called a mix'd Adani- 
ifration: And then he tranfcribes a. whole Effay of 
bid Osborn’s, the Title of which is, Some Advantages 
y be deducible from Court Fa@ions: But this the 
tajt(man bas not thought Gt to mention; bur has 
ven us the Effay without che Title, which could be 
fone with no other Insention than to mifreprefent the 
yw and Defign of that Writer: For there is mani- 
uly a very material Difference, between faying in- 
chnitely the Advantages of Court Faétions, as the 
raft(man does, and faying only, that femé Advantages 
deducible from Ccurt Faétions ; which is all that 
fays. By the former manner of Expreffion, 
he Reader may be led to believe, that Osborn’s Opi-

Citcunftances, and in fome Conjunctures, as

wile, falfe and treacherous Part, and under the Mask 
Friendthip, attempt to undermine by clandeftine 
tethods and little, low, fervile Arts, thofe that are 
ed in Power with them ; and at the fame time 
Mat they mingle in their Counfels, and teftify their 
Pprobation of their Defigns and Conduct, are 
"ately concerting their Ruin; and in order to ac- 
nh their Ends, endeavour underhand to ob- 
and defeat all the publick Meafures, and to 
at end betray them to the Enemies of the Govern- 
Mt. In fuch a Cafe as this, and others of the like 
ture, there will, and muft be, Faétions at Court, 
undoubtedly fome Advantages may be dedu ible 
: Aria as pees os. the Perfidy of fuch Men, 
iV pring them of that Power which they made fo 
h M4 of: But to infinuate, as Mr. D’ Anvers does, 
all Court Fattions are of general Advantace, and 
wa to the Welfare and Happinefs of the People, 
lieve was never thought of, till Mr.

Bur by this Definition of Comrt Faétions, he feems 
to me, not only to contradiét the plain and natural 
Import of the Words, but to explain his own Mean- 
ing quite away. Firft of all ({ays he) it is a Court 
Fa&tion, that is attended with fach Advantages ; 
next it 1s a mix'd Adminifiration, and, laftly, it is an 
Adminifivation, where no Man hath an Power 
of controuling, brow-beating, and turuing out all bis 
Fellow Servants in Government ; all of which are quite 
different Things, and have not the leaft Relation or 
Connection whatever to one another. | 

For, firft, as to a Court Faftion, what is meant by 
that is, where the Minifters and Men in Power are 
always oppofing, contending with, and ftriving to 
undermine and ruin each other with their Prince ; 
where each is jealous and diftruftful of the other, 
where each has different Views and Defigns, and 
confequently each is advifing and promoting different 
Schemes and Counfels; where, thro’ fuch a con- 
trariety of Interefts, and fach Diffention and Enmity 
among théméelves, all their Meafures ar¢ btoke and 
dijconcerted, and the Affairs of the Publick are left 
in the utmoft Perplexity and Cenfufion, thro’ the 
private Cabals and Intrigues of thofe that have the 
Adminiftration of them. This is only what can 
properly becalled a Court FaGion; and I cannot bur 
fay, we are extreamly obliged to Mr. D’dnvers tor 
his kind Intentions, in recommending fuch an Ad- 
miniitration as this to the Nation. 

In the next Place, he fays it is a aix’d Admi- 
niftration that he means; and I muft acknowledge 
there is no'great Difference between this and a Comrt 
Faétion 5 for by a mix'd Admipifivaticn is to be under- 
ftood, an Adminiftration compofed of Perfons of 
different Parties and Interefts, which indeed will 
naturally produce what Mr D'Anvers takes to be 
of fo much Advantage to the Nation, Court Fattions ; 
but whatever his Opinion may be of this Matter, I 
dare venture. to fay, be will find few of ary Party 
agree with him init: Woful Experience has lon 
fince convinced us of the ill Confequences of fuc 
mix'd Counfels: Men will never concur in Meafures 
who differ in Principles ; they will be continually 
embroiling and intangling Affairs out of private 
Views, Prejudice and Animofity to one another ; 
each will endeavour to promote the particular Views 
and Schemes of his own Party, without confidering 
the Good of the Nation in general ;- and fuch a Con- 
duét. muft neceffarily keep alive Diflentions and 
Factions in the Nation, and can tend to nothing but 
Difcord and Confafion : Not to mention other In- 
ftances, this was evidently the Cafe in the Beginning 
of the late Queen’s Reign; a mix'd Adminiftration 
had then very_near been the Ruin of the Nation : 
Bifiop Burnet {ays upon this Occafion, that the Go- 
ernment was every where going, as it were, out of 

oint ; that its Nerves and Strength feemed to be much 
Rackened; and indeed they would have been quite 
unbraced, if ‘Things had long run in the fame Chan- 
nel’ and the Adminiftration had been fulfered to 
remain in the Hands of Perfons of oppofite Principles ; 
for while fome of the Minifters were purfuing one 
Ser of Meafures, the reff were promoting others of 
suite diferent Nature, and they aéted in all Re- 
{pects in direct Contradiétion to one another ; But as 
{oon as this motley Miniftry was changed, and Men 
of ttic fame Principles and Views. were taken into 
Power, there was foon fuch an uniformity and con- 
fiftency in the Adminiftration of Affairs, that the 
Nation was raifed to a greater Pitch of Glory than it 
had ever known before: 

But. it fcems at laft, that it is neither a Court 
Fattion nor a mix'd Adminiftration, that Mr. D* Anvers 
would have, bur an Adminifiration where no one Man 
bas an abfolwte Poaver of controuling, brow-beating, and 
turning out all bis Fellow. Servants in Government. 

Ir this is then, after all, the Miniftry to Mr. 
‘D’ Anvers’s Mind, I can’t imagine what Reafon he 
has to quarrel with the prefent, for I think no Mti- 
niftry could ever fait him better, or fall id more pat 
with his Defription; for there isno one Manin it, 
that ever .I heard of, who bas an abfolute Power, or
